Blunder means town not 
told about funding cuts 


THE decision to cut funding to town 
and parish councils across St 
Edmundsbury was made without any 
proper notice, it has emerged. 

Haverhill Town Council will lose 
£129,000 after St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council ruled to reduce the 
Council Tax Support Grant to its towns 
and parishes by 25 per cent each year. 

In 2017/2018, the money will be gone 
completely. 

St Edmundsbury previously argued 
that towns and parishes were informed 
the cut would take place in July, but in 
fact they were given no warning at all 
before it was passed on September 30 
- with councillors making that deci¬ 
sion believing that parishes and towns 
had been consulted. 

Haverhill Town Clerk Will Austin 
said: “At the meeting, councillors were 
told that towns and parishes had been 
consulted on the issues - and they 
hadn’t been.” 

Mr Austin said the town council was 
beginning to look at where savings 
could be made. It is hoped that the 
reduced funding will not affect council 
tax, commitments to the town, or free 
events too much. 

He said: “We are trying hard not to 
see a significant cut in what we do, so 
we don’t have to think about reducing 
events we provide and increasing or 
introducing charges.” 

Kedington Parish Council was only 
made aware of the reduction to fund¬ 
ing when Mr Austin emailed them. 

Marion Farrant, clerk, said the 
changes would effect the services they 
provide for the village. 
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She said: “We are going to have to look 
very carefully and see what we can do 
with the money we have.” 

A spokeswoman for the borough said: 
“Unfortunately, although all the indi¬ 
cations to the originator showed that 
this e-mail had been successfully sent, 
it has recently become clear that most, 
and probably all, town and parish 
clerks did not receive it due, we believe, 
to some kind of technical problem. 

“The point of the July letter was to 
give clerks an early warning. It was not 
an essential part of the process. We 
have since sent all clerks a further letter 
still in very good time for their budget 
setting process for next year.” 

Shona Bendix, CEO of the Suffolk 
Association for Local Councils, has 
written to all district and borough 
councils to ask what is happening to 
the grant “which is supposed to com¬ 
pensate town and parish councils for 
changes to the council tax system”. 

Ms Bendix received a copy of a letter 
sent from MP Brendon Lawson to the 
National Association of Local Councils 
Larger Councils’ Committee, which 
stated that funding given from the 
Government to local authorities will be 
£3.3 billion - the same as last year. 

Though the letter said it was “entirely 
for local authorities to decide how 
much is spent on council tax support” 
Mr Lawson also commented that “the 
Government will expect local authori¬ 
ties to continue to pass funding down”.

Community groups 
to grow with £20k 


YOUNG people's activities have been 
given a welcome boost with a £20,000 
donation. 

Haverhill Gymnastics Club, the 
Centre Stage theatre company and 
Haverhill Town Council are just some 
of the chosen few receiving funding to 
expand and continue their good work 
across the town. 

ONE Haverhill presented their grants 
on Tuesday, after receiving 12 applica¬ 
tions requesting more than £43,000. 

The board voted to award money 
exclusively to projects which improve 
opportunities and activities for young 
people in the town. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, of Haverhill 
Police, is Chair of the ONE Haverhill 
Grants Panel, which awarded £20,284 
to seven applicants. 

He said: “All of the grants are aligned 
to the Opportunities for Young People 
priority in that they directly provide 
activities for young people or are made 
to an organisation who have proved 
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that a good number of young people 
will benefit from what they are doing. 

“Our congratulations to all those 
who received grants. This funding will 
certainly help towards a great number 
of projects aimed at young people in 
our town.” 

Haverhill Gymnastics Club were 
awarded £5,000 towards their plans to 
build a new gymnastics centre in 
partnership with Samuel Ward 
Academy. The project is going to cost 
£620,000 in total. 

The club have previously received 
funding from the Olympic Legacy 
group and Haverhill Town Council. 

Kevin Woolcott, Chairman and Head 
Coach of Haverhill Gymnastics Club, 
said: “Haverhill Gymnastics Club is 
delighted to have received £5,000 from 
the ONE Haverhill grants. 


“This grant puts our £620,000 project 
in the final stages with work due to 
start in November and completion in 
June 2014. The club is currently 260 
strong with a waiting list of around 
350. 

“This money is a big stepping stone 
to allow those children to access a 
much needed dedicated gymnastics 
facility.” 

More than £4,000 was also set aside 
to go towards Haverhill’s new one stop 
shop for youth services, which is being 
set up in the old magistrates court and 
police station on Camps Road. 

Haverhill Cricket Club were given 
£500 towards replacing the Club’s 50 
year old heavy roller required to pro¬ 
vide a safe and quality pitch for all of 
the teams, including its 70 junior 
members. 

Other recipients included Catch 22 
Suffolk Positive Futures and CB9 
Media Hub.

Ifragic death of 
woman, 74, hit 
by her own car 


A PENSIONER died after 
being knocked down by her 
own car. 

Susan Tovey, 74, died in the 
tragic accident in 
Wickhambrook last 

Wednesday. 

Mrs Tovey was struggling to 
move the automatic Lord 
Liesta out of a tight parking 
spot at round 7.20pm when 
her neighbour Ray 
Leatherstone, 72, came out of 
his house and offered to help. 

The 74-year-old stood 
behind the car as her neigh¬ 
bour climbed in, but the car 
had been left in reverse gear 
and when Mr Leatherstone 
released the handbrake it shot 
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backwards and hit Mrs Tovey. 

Mr Leatherstone got caught 
in the door of the car as he 
leapt out to try to stop it from 
moving backwards. 

He was dragged a short dis¬ 
tance across the ground as it 
reversed, and needed stitches 
for a cut on his head. 

Police and paramedics went 
to the scene, at Emily Lrost 
Close, but Mrs Tovey was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

Mr Leatherstone, a retired 
pub landlord, said he wished 
he had not gone to the win¬ 
dow and seen that his neigh¬ 
bour needed help. 

He said: “It’s really hit me 


now, mentally. I’m all aches 
and pains, but I’m over that. 
She’s not there anymore, I feel 
awful. 

“I lay there for 30 seconds 
afterwards and I was scared 
to move, thinking ‘am I para¬ 
plegic?’ I was so lucky, if I’d 
gone the other way, the car 
would have gone over me.” 

Mr Leatherstone was also 
treated for shock, as well as 
being left with cuts and bruis¬ 
es on his arms, legs and back.

UKIP candidate wins town seat 


UKIP have celebrated another 
Haverhill victory after candidate 
Barry Robbins won the seat in the 
town’s by election. 

Mr Robbins, of Broad Street, took 43 
per cent of the vote to become the new 
councillor for Haverhill North after 
the resignation of Bryan Hawes, also 
UKIP, in the summer. 

He received 374 votes. 

Mr Robbins said: “I would like to 
thank all of the people from the North 
Ward of Haverhill who voted for me at 
the recent Town Council election. 

“I will do all that I can under the 
UKIP banner for the benefit of all of 
the people of Haverhill. 

“I believe that Haverhill needs to 
come back to its former glory, as an 
expanding town, and that the views of 
the people need to be heard loud and 
clear.” 

Mr Robbins, who has worked for the 
post office for 38 years, says he “feels 
so strongly about the town” and wants 
to rectify the social structure and 
improve opportunities for youngsters. 

Things need to change for the better 
and one of the main things that needs 
to be looked at, he says, is the town’s 
health services. 

West Suffolk Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) is currently working on a 
health report for Haverhill in response 
to what residents want to see. 

Mr Robbins said: “I feel very badly

about the health service because we 
have got nothing locally at all. 

“Someone could die by the time they 
get to Bury St Edmunds or Cambridge 
- we are a growing town and it’s the 
social issues that are not right.” 

The newly elected councillor said 
that when he was young and living in 


Haverhill the population was only 
around 3,000 to 4,000. 

Now it is at 27,000 and expected to 
grow to 37,000 over the next two dec¬ 
ades. 

County councillor Tony Brown, who 
represents Haverhill East and 
Kedington, said UKIP have been work¬ 
ing hard since the election to the 
county in May and they plan to work 
hard for the good of the town’s future. 

He said: “It was a great result for us 
and Haverhill on Thursday night. I 
would like to thank the people of 
Haverhill for going out in the bad 
weather and electing our candidate 
Barry Robbins. 

“UKIP is aiming to get people that 
care and are passionate about the 
town to represent us at all levels. 

“We have enthusiastic people that 
want to do the job, fight for all the peo¬ 
ple of Haverhill and make our great 
little town the best.” 

Conservative candidate Chris 
Wheatley took 30 per cent of the vote, 
and Labour’s Lorraine Weston took 25 
percent with 212 votes. 

Independent candidate Frankie 
Boyle received 20 votes.

Ex-landlord jailed 
for sex assaults 
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A “JEKYLL and Hyde” former pub 
landlord has been jailed for nine years 
for 18 sex offences against two girls 
under 16. 

Peter Lee, 75, used to run the 
Woolpack in Queen Street, Haverhill. 

While living in the town, the pen¬ 
sioner committed 12 offences of inde¬ 
cent assault on a girl aged under 16 
and six offences of gross indecency 
with a girl aged under 16. 

Lee denied the charges, which took 
place between 1972 and 1981, but was 
convicted by a jury after less than four 
hours of deliberation on October 2. 

Before being sentenced, Lee was 
taken to hospital after passing out. He 
is now on medication for high blood 
pressure and was sentenced at Ipswich 
Crown Court yesterday. 

During the trial the court heard how 
Lee, now of Lords Lane, Heacham, 
touched the girls over and inside their 
underwear as well as making them 
touch him indecently. 

He forced his victims to keep the 
abuse a secret. 

Charles Myatt, prosecuting, 
described Lee as a “’’Jekyll and Hyde” 
character. 

Mr Myatt said: “He had a public front

as the life and soul of any situation, 
everyone got on with him, but behind 
the scenes he was a physical and sexu¬ 
al bully.” 

Both women said in evidence that 
they had been “too frightened” of Lee 
to tell anyone what had happened. 

The pensioner was arrested in 
January after the women got in touch 


with each other and discussed their 
experience before informing police. 

The younger of the two girls Lee 
abused said in evidence: “Peter Lee 
physically and sexually abused me 
and I can’t let him be a pillar of society 
any longer.” 

Isobel Ascherson, defending, out¬ 
lined Lee’s previous convictions, 
including a six month jail term for 
fraud. None of the convictions were of 
a sexual nature. 

Lee told the court he couldn’t under¬ 
stand why the girls had made the alle¬ 
gations. 

He said: “None of it is true.” 

Judge David Goodin told Lee that 
what he did was “monstrous” and he 
had used his dominant personality to 
prevent either of the girls revealing the 
abuse at the time. 

The judge added that the impact on 
the two victims had been considera¬ 
ble. 

He said: “This sort of offending 
infects and damages the life of those 
who encounter it. 

“You robbed them of the innocence 
of their childhood.” 

In addition to being jailed, Lee was 
ordered to sign on the sexual offences 
register indefinitely and has been 
banned from being alone with any 
female aged under 16. 


Nursery re-opens after methane gas scare 


A CHILDREN’S centre has re-opened 
after a gas scare last week. 

Fire officers were called to 
Puddlebrook Day Care on Norton 
Road, Haverhill, after a strong burning 
smell was reported in the building at 


9.45am on October 11. The area was 
ventilated after officers discovered a 
high level of methane gas on site. 

A spokesman for Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “Gas and electric¬ 
ity services were isolated by fire crews 


and engineers on scene. Crews con¬ 
cluded the incident, and made the 
area safe.” 

The nursery re-opened yesterday 
afternoon, after fire officers con¬ 
firmed the building was safe.

A GROUP of friends returned from a 
school trip as heroes after chasing 
down some shoplifters. 

Samuel Ward pupils Lewis Cass, 14, 
Corey Slater, 15, William Maxwell, 14, 
and Liam Collis, 14, were shopping in 
Frankfurt during a recent school 
exchange trip when they spotted a 
group of boys behaving oddly in 
Urban Outfitters. 

The Haverhill students watched as 
the group of boys, who were from 
Ireland, tried on some new shoes 
before sneaking upstairs with their 
old ones still on the shelf. 

The boys then waited near the front 
door for someone with a shopping bag 
to leave to avoid setting off the alarms 
and drawing attention to themselves. 

Lewis, Corey, Will and Liam decided 
to split up and see if they could find 
the shoplifters, who were around 
10-12 years old. 

Corey said: “It was a bit of a shock to 
see them stealing because we didn’t 
expect it. 
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“We love coming to Germany so we 
thought we would try and do a good 
deed.” 

The foursome eventually chased 
down the perpetrators and confront¬ 
ed them. 

The thieves threw down the stolen 
shoes and ran away in their socks. 

Lewis said: “I felt quite excited that 
we were going to look for these boys 
but I never thought we would find 
them or get the shoes back.” 

The boys returned the shoes, which 
cost 120 euros, to the shocked but 
grateful staff at Urban Outfitters. 

Teacher Jan Bergau was with the 
boys on the trip, which runs every 
year for around 50 students. 

She said: “It was incredible - they 
have always been fantastic students. 

“They have got a great experience to 
take away and we are proud. 

“You have to think what could have 


gone wrong if those guys had been 
aggressive.” 

But the students said that thought 
did not even enter their heads - they 
just wanted to help out. 

On last year’s exchange trip, Lewis, 
Corey, Will and Liam spent some of 
their money on food and drink for a 
homeless man who looked “in a bad 
way”. 

Will said: “We felt really sorry for 
him, his body looked in a bad way. 
There was a local bakery selling loaves 
of bread for cheap and we decided to 
bring him some food.”

Meadow Primary School 
in Balsham was dubbed 
“inadequate” by Ofsted 
inspectors last week - less 
than six years after it was 
judged “outstanding”. 

Nichola Connor, interim 
headteacher of the local 
authority school, who was 


not in charge when the 
inspection was carried out 
in July, said: “As you can 
imagine, we are devastated 
by the results, but we are 
looking forward and we are 
committed to ensuring that 
the necessary changes are 
made to make The Meadow 
the school it used to be. 

“We are determined to 
ensure that every child at 
the Meadow school is given 
the opportunity to achieve 
their full potential.” 


ADDITIONAL payments 
have been handed out to 
police officers for dealing 
with “unpleasant inci¬ 
dents”. 

Forces across the country 
reportedly give compensa¬ 
tion to those officers sent 
out to the scene of a car 
crash, murder or suicide. 

Payments of £50 to £500 
were made available after a 
Home Office review in 2011, 
stating that the money was 
reserved for “outstandingly 


demanding, unpleasant or 
important work”. 

Suffolk Constabulary 
revealed under Freedom of 
Information laws what they 
consider to fall into 
“unpleasant” work. 

They said “handling of a 
badly decomposed body, 
dealing with an extremely 
difficult fatal road accident 
or investigating an 
extremely unpleasant 
offence or incident” would 
fall into the category.

Scrap this system! 

AFTER reading the article from 
Inspector Peter Ferrie in the 
Haverhill weekly last week I would 
like you to know what I think. 

My wife had her car hit in Aldi’s 
car park last Thursday and this 
was witnessed by a man. The 
gentleman gave my wife the 
registration number and make/ 
colour of the vehicle. My wife then 
went to the police station to report 
this as I have always been told that 
it’s a criminal offence to leave a 
scene of an accident. To my total 
amazement my wife was given a 
driver self-reporting scheme form 
and asked to fill the form in and 
send it off. 

I have challenged this with 
Inspector Gary Miller and he 
confirmed this was the new 
procedure for reporting this type 
of incident. 

I am annoyed and gobsmacked 
that I have to fill out a form with 
questions that are limited, I then 
have seven days to send in to the 
traffic justice unit in Lowestoft 
who will then review the form and 
make a decision. If they decide to 
prosecute they will then contact 
the local police station where the 
vehicle is registered for them to 
act, whilst all this is going on I 
have to contact my insurance 
company and have my wife’s car 
repaired at my cost. 

Before this form came in I would 
have reported this crime and the 
Police would have contacted the 
driver to inform them that it was 
witnessed that their car was in a 
collision with another vehicle and 
acted on behalf of me to hopefully 
come to a quick resolution, 
because in the real world the 
driver might not have known that 
they had hit the car and wished to 
pay for the damage without 
involving insurance companies. 

So with this form it will take a 
minimum of seven days to make a 
decision by someone in Lowestoft 
who might not wish to take any 
further action which would mean 
that the person gets away with 
breaking the law and I pay for the 
damage due to no fault of mine. 
But if the person in Lowestoft does 
decide to take this further then 
the driver will be prosecuted 
without having the opportunity to 
apologise and pay without 
insurance involvement. So before 
it would take a local police office I 
think two hours to sort this mess 
out but now it takes at least two 
police officers, one from Lowestoft 
and the other local, to try and sort 
this out, then there is the time that 
we have spent completing this 
form in and sending it off? 

So my views for Inspector Peter 
Ferries is that he needs to 
challenge this procedure and go 
back to real policing where the 


police force is to help the 
community and not hinder and 
annoy them.

“Having excellent links along the 
A14 is a key element to success here 
in Suffolk which is why we have 
consistently supported much- 
needed improvements to the road.” 


The statement added: “However, 
forcing businesses to pay tolls to 
improve the road in only some 
areas, especially when there are no 
viable alternative routes, will sim¬ 
ply encourage them to use other 
ports and road systems, to the det¬ 
riment of our local economy. 

“It also seems to be promoting 
unfair competition for our local 
businesses, not being a tax that 
other parts of the country have to 
face.” 

The councils also object to only 
one section of the A14, which runs 


from Felixstowe on the Suffolk 
coast, through Newmarket, 
Cambridge, Huntington and 
Northampton, being improved.

IHABTA 
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Two years ago, Lee Gaskell 
was living in a tent - having 
lost his home, his partner 
and his daughter. To mark 
World Homeless Day, which 
falls this week, he tells Alice 
Ryan how he turned his life 
around. 


L IVING in a tiny tent, not a 
penny to his name, Lee 
Gaskell realised he’d hit rock 
bottom. After years of gambling 
away his wages - and seeking 
solace in drink - his relationship 
had crumbled. He’d lost his 
home, his partner - and his little 
girl. 

“It broke my heart, it really did,” 
says the 39-year-old. “I was very 
badly addicted to gambling, and 
it’s a terrible addiction. I was 
earning good money as a 
scaffolder - £500 a week - and all 
I’d go home with was pennies. 


“I was like a baby, to be honest. 
I’d come in, having lost it all, and 
cry. But when you’re in that frame 
of mind, when you’re trapped in 
that vicious circle, you just want 
to gamble again. It’s vile. That’s 
the only way I can describe it.” 

That was just over two years 
ago, and Lee’s life has now 
changed beyond recognition. The 
most he gambles is ‘the odd fiver 
on a football match: I love my 
football’ and he drinks only in 
moderation. 

A night porter at the YMCA, 
which offers a roof and support to 


young people in need, Lee loves 
his job. “I know what it’s like to be 
in a vulnerable position, to be 
homeless: I’ve been there, done it 
and got all the T-shirts, trust me. 
It’s nice to think I’m doing 
something to help.” 

He’s got a flat, a new girlfriend 
and, most importantly of all, a 
great relationship with daughter 
Olivia. Fishing a photo out of his 
pocket, he clearly dotes on the 
6-year-old: “She’s so beautiful. 
And she’s got lots of personality! 
She’s just amazing.” 

“Olivia was my motivation to 


change my life,” explains Lee. 
“Instead of seeking solace in the 
bookies or in a pint glass, she 
became my solace.” 

Lee shared his story to both 
raise awareness for World 
Homeless Day last weekand lend 
his support to Cambridge charity 
Wintercomfort, which marked 
the event with a ‘big breakfast’ 
fundraiser. 

“They gave me a lot of support 
when I first came to Cambridge,” 
explains Lee. “They help you sort 
out benefits and accommodation 
- and they give you breakfast. I 
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I was broken, I 
really was. But 
you have to get 
up again and get 
on... it took me 
a long time, but 



still call in for a coffee 
sometimes, on the way home 
from my night shift; it’s a 
great place. 

“They fill that missing link 
for people who’ve got nobody 
to turn to. Not everyone has a 
family to support them.” 

Originally from Cheshire, 
Lee came south in the late 90s 
to take painting and 
decorating work in Bedford. 
When the job came to an end, 
he decided to come to 
Cambridge. 

“I walked here one Sunday 
afternoon,” says Lee. “I have 
no idea whatsoever what 
dragged me here, but 
something did. 

“I had some money, a mobile 
phone, the clothes on my back 
and four big bags and I 
walked all the way down the 
A428, which is a long, long 
way, I can tell you... 

“That was 12 years ago, and 
I’ve been here ever since.” 

Lee admits his gambling 
and drinking both stepped up 
a gear when he came here: “I 
was doing nothing, just 
bumming around and living 
off benefits. I’d go into the 
bookies because I was bored.” 

But Lee says he didn’t feel he 
could go back home to 
Cheshire. “My mum died 
when I’d just turned 21,” he 
explains. “She had a brain 
haemorrhage and I was the 
one who found her. 

“She was normally up and 
about by 6.30am, so I went 
into her room to say ‘Get up 
for work, you’ - and there she 
was, blood coming out of her 
nose and mouth. She died the 
next day in hospital. 

“I never cried at her funeral, 

I was in total shock. I’ve cried 
a lot since, though. Mum was 
the one who held everything 
together; when she died, we 
all fell to bits, especially my 
dad. I don’t really see him 
now.” 

But with the support of 
Wintercomfort, Lee got his life 
back on track: he found work, 
met his ex-partner, they set up 
home and had Olivia. 

“I was like two different 
people back then. When I was 
out I was happy and laughing 


and joking, but when I was at 
home I was like ‘Do we have 
to do this?’; I didn’t know how 
to handle the responsibilty of 
having a family to feed. 

“You have to learn to deal 
with everyday problems 
without letting it stress you 
out: when you get stressed, 
that’s when you think ‘I need 
a pint’ or ‘I’ll have a bet’.” 

Lee’s weakness was, he 
admits, roulette machines: 
“They can take £100 in 20 
seconds. And once you’ve lost 
that hundred quid, you want - 
you need - to win it back. So 
you bet more... you go past the 
point of no return.” 

Miserable about having no 
money, Lee says he’d then 
drown his sorrows in the pub. 
“My ex said she’d support me 
while I sorted myself out and 
she did support me, quite 
literally, for a long time. But in 
the end we called it a day. 

“Then one day I had a drink, 
went round there, we started 
arguing... one thing led to 
another and I ended up being 
done by the police - for being 
a plonker, basically. I was just 
an idiot.” 

The result was a restraining 
order, which meant Lee didn’t 
see Olivia for four months; 
she had just turned 4 at the 
time. 

“I was desperate, I really 
was. The first time I saw her 
again, after it was all sorted 
out, was outside the police 
station: she just came running 
towards me and gave me a big 
hug.” 

After the separation, out of 
work and with nowhere to go, 
Lee had spent weeks sofa 
surfing before finally pitching 
his little tent on farmland in 
Fulbourn, hidden in some 
trees. 

“Even then, I kept myself 
clean and tidy: I managed to 
get a shower every day, get 
clean clothes. When I first 
went to the street outreach 
team, to ask for help, they 
didn’t believe I was homeless 
-1 had to show them photos 
of the tent. 

“That’s the thing about 
homelessness: it can happen 
to anyone. You can walk past 


someone on the street and not 
know they’re homeless. I’ve 
met people sleeping rough 
who’ve had the big houses, 
the big cars, the big jobs - but, 
for one reason or another, 
they’ve lost it all.” 

Lee ended up getting a place 
at 222, Victoria Road, the 
shelter known in Cambridge 
as ‘the 2s’. “I’d injured my arm 
scaffolding, which is why I 
had to give that up. It was 
while I was at the 2s that I got 
a job as a relief worker at the 
YMCA - and I absolutely loved 
it.” 

Lee says a determination to 
give his daughter both a 
happy childhood and a bright 
future helped him kick his 
gambling habit. “I did try 
Gamblers Anonymous, but it 
wasn’t really for me. In the 
end, it came down to 
willpower. And there couldn’t 
have been a better incentive 
than my daughter.” 

“All I want now are the 
normal things,” adds Lee. 
“When you’ve had them - and 
then they’ve been taken away 
- it’s just horrible. At the 
moment, what I really want is 
a holiday: I’ve not been on 
holiday for seven years. I want 
to go to New York and take 
Olivia to FAO Schwarz, the big 
toyshop.” 

Looking back, Lee must feel 
proud of how far he’s come? 
“Yeah, I do feel proud. I’ve 
come from nothing, from 
having nothing, to having 
almost everything I could 
want. 

“I was broken, I really was. 
But you have to get up again 
and get on... it took me a long 
time, but I did it. Which is 
proof that change is possible - 
if you try.”

CAPTAIN PHILLIPS 

certificate 12A, 2h14m 

TOM Hanks charts a steady 
course towards a deserved 
sixth Oscar nomination for his 
tour-de-force portrayal of an 
unlikely hero in this nerve- 
racking thriller. 

Based on the book A 
Captain's Duty by Richard 
Phillips and Stephan Talty, 
this expertly crafted picture 
dramatises the true story of 
an American seaman whose 
cargo ship was hijacked by 
Somali pirates in 2009. 

Working from a lean script, 
director Paul Greengrass 
demonstrates once again 
why he is one of the finest 
directors of nail-biting 
action. If you thought the 
Surrey-born filmmaker had 
peaked with the adrenaline¬ 
pumping thrills of The 
Bourne Supremacy and The 
Bourne Ultimatum, think 
again. From the moment 
the Somalia pirates first 
appear on the radar, Captain 
Phillips leaves us feeling 
seasick with tension until the 
extraordinary final scene that 
releases all of that pent-up 
emotion in a torrent of tears. 

Captain Phillips (Hanks) 
kisses his wife Andrea 
(Catherine Keener) goodbye 



and takes charge of his cargo 
vessel, the Maersk Alabama, 
bound for Mombasa, Kenya. 
On board he is aided by a 
hard-working international 
crew including Chief Mate 
Shane Murphy (Michael 
Chernus) and Chief 
Engineer Mike Perry (David 
Warshofsky). 

When pirates are spotted 
off the stern, Phillips 
telephones the authorities 
who at first dismiss the 
threat. There then follows a 
tense game of cat and mouse 
which culminates in the 
pirates boarding the vessel 
by hooking their makeshift 
ladder over the side of the 
boat. 

Phillips conceals the crew 
below deck in the engine 
room while he takes charge 
of the situation. Faced with 


threats from Muse and his 
hot-headed compatriot Bilal 
(Barkhad Abdirahman), the 
captain puts himself in harm's 
way to ensure the safety of 
every man on board. 

When the stand-off spirals 
out of control, the destroyer 
USS Bainbridge, captained 
by Frank Castellano (Yul 
Vazquez), races to the scene. 
But Phillips realises the grav¬ 
ity of his predicament and the 
potentially tragic outcome. 

Captain Phillips is one of 
the year's best films, blessed 
with a terrific ensemble 
cast who rise magnificently 
to the physical challenges. 
Hanks is flawless - we can 
see his mind whirring as he 
engineers distractions to keep 
the crew safe - and final gut- 
wrenching scenes wring him, 
and us, emotionally dry.

Where's the 
wildflife? 


ANYONE who’s been gardening for some years 
may well have noticed that, as time moves on, the 
wildlife which once frequented British gardens is 
becoming a rarer sight. 

In May, the State of Nature report compiled by 
25 wildlife organisations found that, for a range 
of reasons like loss of habitat, 

60% of the 3,148 UK animal 
and plant species assessed have 
declined in the past 50 years. 

Hedgehog numbers have also 
reduced by a third since the 
millennium, and tortoiseshell 
butterflies, once common in 
gardens, have declined by 
77%. 

"What's most alarming is 
that many of the 'common' 
garden species - hedgehogs, 
house sparrows, starlings and 
common frogs, for example 
- are becoming much less common,” says Helen 
Bostock, Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) 
horticultural advisor. 

"Historically these species have done well in our 
gardens and so their decline is something we really 
need to sit up and take notice of. This is where 
gardeners can make a difference and help to halt 
the declines we're seeing by making their gardens 
more wildlife friendly. This should be a wake-up 


call to all of us.” 

With this in mind, the RHS and The Wildlife 
Trusts are spearheading a new initiative called 
Wild About Gardens Week. The event, backed 
by celebrity gardeners Diarmuid Gavin, Matthew 
Wilson and Sarah Raven, runs from October 25-31 
and is urging the public, plus 
the RHS's 3,300 community 
gardening groups, 17,250 
schools and 145 partner 
gardens, to hold wildlife 
gardening events during the 
week. A microsite (www.rhs. 
org.uk/wildaboutgardensweek) 
has been set up for groups and 
individuals to log events. 

Chris Baines, vice president of 
The Wildlife Trusts, says: "The 
nation's gardens are hugely 
important for wildlife and as a 
habitat network they are second 

to none. 

"Inner-city balconies and courtyards, the 
suburbs' hedgerows and lawns and the orchards 
and allotments of market towns and villages all 
have the potential to be incredibly rich habitats for 
wildlife. 

"There are many simple ways in which we can 
make our gardens naturally richer. Nest boxes, 
birdfeeders, log piles, nectar plants, fruiting

shrubs, wall climbers and ponds all improve the life 
chances for many garden creatures and, as each 
of us improves our garden habitat for wildlife, the 
plants and animals that we attract will bring more 
pleasure in return. It's a win-win situation." 

Throughout Wild About Gardens Week, talks 
and events will be held at the four RHS Gardens 
and Wildlife Trusts visitor centres. There will also 
be wildflower seed giveaways by the trust and the 
public will be asked to 'Do One Thing' - whether 
to create a pond, build a hedgehog house or simply 
put out some bird seed. 

Here are a few suggestions from the celebrities 
backing the scheme: 

• "This week gives you the perfect excuse to be a 
bit lazy and let the grass grow long - research has 
shown that the lawn contains more native species 
than any other garden feature,” - Diarmuid Gavin 

• "Nature isn't particularly tidy - the countryside 


is full of piles of leaves, rotting wood, dying plants, 
nooks and crannies. Taking a more relaxed and less 
tidy approach to our own gardens benefits wildlife 
by providing similar habitats and food sources. In 
turn this keeps the garden more balanced and a lot 
more healthy," - Matthew Wilson 

• "Make a point of planting a pot of cosmos next 
year. They flower for many months and are stacked 
full of nectar at just the time our pollinators appear 
to be going short,” - Sarah Raven 

• "Get hold of a cheap sponge and soak it in a 
bucket of sugary water (dilute at about one part 
sugar to four parts water). Pop it out in the garden 
for butterflies to munch on - they love it!" David 
Domoney. 

The Wildlife Trusts and the RHS will be offering 
free advice and resources via the website www. 
wildaboutgardens.org.uk and via the RHS Advisory 
Service.
